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| As in the preſent extended intercourſe among nations, 
a wider field of inquiry and obſervation is opened to the Man of Genius, than at any former 
period; it is not to be wondered at that prejudices imbibed in youth, and which in leſs enlightened 
Times ſet Mankind at variance when ripened into Age, ſhould now ſubſide. Science and liberality 
of Sentiment commonly go hand in hand. But while the principles of Equity, Moderation, 
and Benevolence, prevail in a conſiderable degree among the higher orders of the people, it is 
much to be lamented that diſorders of the moſt pernicious tendency, pervade the lower ranks; 
and that reformation with reſpe& to them, has till of late, been rather a matter of ſolicitude 
and deſire, than of ſerious expectation. | 


Happily however not only for the preſent, but alſo for future Generations, a remedy to theſe 
evils has been diſcovered, in the eſtabliſhment of Suxvay Schools; of the ſucceſs of which, 
the Society have received the moſt indubitable proofs. Embracing the illiterate poor of every 
deſcription, they promiſe fair to eradicate, in a very great degree; thoſe vicious habits, and that 
conſequent wretchedneſs, which have at all times been ſo much deplored, That Sabbath- 
breaking may be prevented, and no ambitious views excited to the prejudice of that ſtation 
in which providence has placed them, © The exerciſe of the Scholars is reſtricted to reading 
in the Old and New Teſtament, and to ſpelling as a preparative for it.”

The Society have no cauſe to complain of want of attention to their plan. The inſtruction 
afforded to near Fifty Thouſand poor perſons in leſs than five years, having exceeded their moſt 
ſanguine expectation. But while they congratulate themſelves and the public on ſuch an 
extenſion of their Inſtitution ; they are conſtrained by the preſent ſtate of their funds, to make 
a freſh appeal to you; and through you, to ſuch of your Friends as may be likely to patro- 
nize à deſign, which has perhaps a ſuperior claim upon the humane and benevolent, to any 
other eſtabliſhment: For not to detraft from the merit of other charities, which open ſources 
of conſolation for preſent ſufferings; or to arraign the wiſdom of laws made for the puniſh- 


ment of crimes; this proceeds on the more enlarged and truly political principle of endeavour- 


ing to prevent them,

Senſible of the advantages the community muſt derive from this inſtitution, the Society feel 


great concern in being under the neceſſity of adding, that their expences have lately much 


exceeded their receipts. The applications for aſſiſtance are numerous, and it would give pain 


to refuſe them, when ſanctioned by proper recommendations. On your exertions, therefore, 


and thoſe of a generous public they depend, for the completion of a reform ſo happily begun, 


and in which mankind are ſo deeply intereſted,
